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HE first English Lutheran Missionary work in Fargo was 
begun in April, 1886 by the Rev. W. F. Ulery, a mission- 
ary sent out by the General Council’s Home Mission Com- 
mittee. The station of the Fargo & Southern R. R. was used 
as a place to hold services until the new church was completed. 
In May, 1886, lots were purchased and in July following the 
cornerstone of the first church building was laid. The edifice 
was dedicated in November of the same year. 
Preaching services were held but no organization effected 


until 1887. Articles of incorporation were executed June 8, 


1887. The Rev. G. H. Gerberding was called as the first regular | 
pastor. He served until 1896, when he was succeeded by the 
Rev. H. K. Gebhart, who in turn was succeeded by the Rev. J. 


_ A. Zundel in 1902. The next pastor was the Rev. W. S. Ulrich, 


who came in 1908. Under his pastorate the present beautiful 
church edifice was erected, the cornerstone being laid in 1910 
and the completed building dedicated in 1911. The property, 
including a commodious parsonage, is valued at $50,000. The 


present pastor, the Rev. Wm. F. ese assumed charge in 
November, 1915.

me personally that the unfortunate conflict of dates in the meetings 


of our various synods made it impossible for me to visit you for a 
personal presentation of the claims of the THANK-OFFERING FOR 
MISSIONS upon your hearty and enthusiastic approval and support. 
In lieu of a personal visit permit me to greet you herewith and to 
wish you the fullest blessing of the Head of the Church in your con- 
vention in the work of your individual congregations, and in the activ- 
ities which your mighty field*of opportunities makes imperative. 
Allow me to say, first of all, that we count most confidently upon 
the approval of your synod, knowing how valiantly and creditably she 
stands to the front in all that pertains to the general work of the 
Church. Surely you would think of nothing less than giving this 
Quadricentennial o/s 9s Samaras for Missions your fullest moral and 
material support. | 
I deem it unnecessary to refer to the fact that the plan for this 


Offering carries into effect almost literally the provisions of the Gen- 


eral Council resolution of 1915. That is one point in its favor. A 
comparison between the original resolution and the plan prepated will 
make this quite clear. 

I ask your indulgence while I call your attention to three “great” 
reasons why this Thank-Offering should be made a success through 
the co-operation of all. They were stated in “The Lutheran” of 
May 24th: 


The first one is that the offering is to be 
Inspired by a Great Occasion 

Eloquence abundant is not lacking anywhere to prove how great 
an event Protestantism is celebrating this year. We of the Lutheran 
Church are full to overflowing with a sense of the great things God 
has done for us. We have planned and are carrying out some very 
large celebrations of the event, but up to the present the General 
Council has not planned in any definite or concrete way to give ex- 


pression to her gratitude for Reformations Blessings, her faith in 
Reformation Principles, and her desire to have them perpetuated. 


What the Four Hundredth Anniversary of the Reformation needs to 
make it worthy of memory and of historical record is a permanent 


- monument. The opportunity to secure this is offered to’ the General 


Council by the Thank-Offering for Missions which will enable the 
Mission Boards of the General Council to endow and expand various 
phases of their respective activities in such a way that they will ever 
remain a proof that a great occasion moved our people to a worthily 
great deed. The accumulated blessings of four hundred years of 
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evangelical freedom, as we enjoy them today, are surely worthy some 
sacrifice and they will surely move us to make it. 


' Again, the Thank-Offering for Missions ought to be an ‘unqualified 
success as. 


‘ The Effort of a Great Body of Christians 


The General Council now represents the common religious aspira- 
tions and activities of 14 synods, 1753 ministers, 2606 congregations, 
almost 525,000 confirmed members, and over 800,000 baptized souls. 
No one synod would desire to let a worthy and mighty cause be weak- 


ened by its failure to approve this plan or to RTE | as fully as 
may be in its accomplishment. 


The “United Lutheran Church of America”: is becoming more 
than a dream of the night. It seems to be a real possibility. One of 
its to ceful constituent parts will be our own General Council. Surely 
all desire that we should bring to the larger task and the sterner de- 
mand of such an organization the utmost contribution of resources 
within our power. Think how proud we will be to march into the 
mobilization camp of American Lutheranism with an additional four 
hundred thousand dollars of missionary funds. * Surely nothing less 
than one hundred thousand dollars for each century of evangelical 


privileges could ‘be worthy of so great a mocy. of Christian people and 
so momentous an occasion. 


And finally, brethren, this Thank-Offering must not fail of our

the committee respectfully refers the Synod to the Constitution,. 
Article 8, Paragraph 2. .

ence be again printed in the minutes of Synod. 


We recommend that Synod grant the request of the petitioners to.

(a) By-Laws for Union Parishes 

_ The forming of a Union Parish shall be by majority vote of each

have its own Constitution approved by Synod. The union consists in.

stitution for Congregations shall be the rule. 


2. Special meeting may be called at the request of the pastor or 
the Church Council of one of the Congregations. 


3. At the annual meeting, a Secretary shall be elected who shall 
keep precise minutes of all the joint proceedings. The minutes shall 
be read and approved before adjournment, 


4. The pantie ta oft all 
absence the President of Conference or some one delegated by him, 


_ shall preside. 


5. En case a committee of one 
from each Council shall be appointed who jointly shall confer with 
the President of Conference regarding possible candidates. All nomi- 
nations shall be made at a joint meeting of the Church Council and 
referred to the different congregations in harmony with Article 4, 
Section 3, of the Synod Constitution for Congregations. 

6. The call shall be signed by the Church Council of each Con- 
gregation. In it the support guaranteed by each congregation, and 
the time and number of services required, according to Article 4, Sec- 
tion 4, of Synod Constitution for Congregations, be specified. 

7. As soon as practicable, the installation shall take place in the 
Congregation agreed upon by the Joint Council according to Article 4, 
Section 5, of Synod’s Constitution for Congregations. — serv-

We recommend that the funds now on hand or which shall here- 


after be secured for the various Conference Lot Extension Funds, be

Dear Brethren: 


The work is extending but our established. missions are not de- 
veloping financial strength so as to reduce the appropriations of the 
Board and enable a heavily-taxed- treasury to occupy the many 
neglected fields. Time spent on this problem by the Synodical mission. 
authorities in conjunction with the District Superintendent would 
arouse a larger measure of independence on the part of our missions, 
increase the salaries of all our missionaries under the new rule of the 
Board whereby one-half of the mission’s increase would go to the 
salary of the missionary, who was receiving less than $1200 without | 
parsonage and one-fourth to those receiving $1200 under the dbove 
condition, and finally relieve the Board to inaugurate more néw work. 


The Work 


James F. Beates has been called to 
Student Kipps continues at Cedarburg; Student Stecker has denied 
himself the completion of his theological course in order to accomplish 
a splendid work at Appleton, where the Church Extension Society has 
come to his relief; the Rev. W. C. Drahn has taken charge of St. 
James’, Minneapolis; the Rev. Geo. C. Smith is making full proof of 
his ministry at Beloit; the Rev. A. O. Soholm has taken charge of 
Holy Trinity, Superior; the Rev. Karl Becker has accepted a call to 
Livingston, Montana, subject to ordination, and Student Jos. Ramsey 
has accepted the call to Moorhead, Minn. 3 


Our Field Missionaries have been active and resourceful. ~ 


‘Field Missionary Weiskotten, through the organization of the 
Columbus mission, has formed a self-sustaining parish with Marshall, 


_ which he had previously organized. He has secured a lot in Milwau- 


kee and will, organize a mission to replace the field which we surren- 
dered to the brethren of the Wisconsin Synod. The Church Extension 
Society, at a special meeting, voted a $1700 loan as requested. We _ 
caution the brethren applying for loans to be careful in filling out 
properly all the items on the application blanks for loans, especially 
giving the location and size of the lot and accompanying it with a full 
and clear setting forth of the importance of the field. Rev. Weiskot- 
ten has also organized a new mission at Horicon, Wis., which prom- 
ises to be self-sustaining. 

The Rev. W. S. Ulrich has Bar a new mission at Kildeer, 
N. D., which promises as well as that reported last year at Glenburn. 


Field Missionary Deck has turned over the St. James’ Mission to 
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- the Rev. W. C. Drahn and is now at work in Winona with splendid 


success, to which Student E. R. Wicklund has accepted the call. 


Field Missionary .Zunde] has done excellent. work in the Livingston 
Mission, organized catechetical classes at Fort Yellowstone and Bil- 
lings and is trying to establish a preaching station in the Shields 
River Valley, about ten miles from Livingston. With the President 
of the Synod he is to locate a mission in Butte, Montana, so as not to 
interfere with the English work of the Swedish Augustana Synod. He 
has done much through the Religious Press and private correspon- 


_ dence to arouse the Church to the importance of Montana, aggres- 


sively following his predecessor in this line. We commend his example 
to all our Field Missionaries. In proportion as the men on the field 
give to the Church the compelling facts in that proportion will the 
Church respond. 

The Board has called the Rev. W. C. Stump of Oshkosh, Wis., as 
the Field Missionary for the Fox River Valley and vicinity, and we .

We congratulate the ieacd. on having paid its Home Mission ap- 


-portionment and would remind them that the standard of 50 cents per 


communicant of apportionment is not on those who have communed 
during the year, nor those who have paid during the year, but on the 
confirmed membership, those who are entitled to commune. 


It is expected that the Conference Mission Committees, Synodical 


Board and Field Missionaries and the District Superintendent shall 
‘mutually co-operate; that the rights of each be respected and con- 


ceded and that when this is not done, the matter be adjusted in a 
brotherly spirit until all friction is removed. Whilst some freedom 
of action must be conceded to the agents of the Board under special 
circumstances, the agent must understand that such liberty is taken 
on his own responsibility and for which he is accountable to the mis- 
sion authorities, but that he should avoid any and all definite ar- 


rangements and engagements until he has passed the matter through 


the Conference Mission Committee, Synodical Board, District Super- 
intendent and the General Board.

It. will be seen that the Board had asked for $12,100 more than 
was granted and that the apportionment ranges from 31% cents per 
confirmed member in the Ministerium of Pennsylvania to 56 cents 
in the Pittsburgh Synod (besides over $1500 for German Missions) 
and which is lower under Unification than it had been before. The 
officers of the Synod of the Northwest opposed the apportionment of 


$5,000 and the Finance Committee reduced it to $3,500 on the claim 


that the membership was nearer 7,000 than 10,000. The apportion- 
ment of the Ministerium was made low because the Ministerium (1) 


had to provide the main support of the College and Seminary which 


provide the ministry for the East and (2) of the many German and 
German-English congregations from which we could expect little for 
English Home Missions and (3) spends $9,500 for German Mission 
work and (4) the delegation of the Ministerium at Rock Island in- 
sisted that $40,000 instead of $50,000 be apportioned. The District 
Synod of Ohio spends $900 extra for Home renee work on its 
territory. 

| Efforts are being put forth by the Ministerium to increase the 
contributions of the congregations through its Financial Secretary 


and the other Synods have been making creditable advance. By 


patient helpfulness on the part of all, and by doing what they are | 
able, we believe we can expect rapid improvement. The Chicago 
Synod and the Synod of the Northwest accept the apportionment as an 
obligation and pay one-twelfth of the amount every month. The 
Synod of Central Canada also paid its apportionment in full. _ 

_ Some would prefer to have the apportionment according to the 
number of communicants, of those who have communed or of the pay- 
ing members, etc. In that case the amount asked per capita would 
have to be increased from 50 cents per confirmed member on un 
through the classification. So thet whatver rubric in the statistical 
tables you take as the standard, the sum total asked of each Synod 
would be the same. When the General Council apportions Synods 50 
cents per confirmed member, it does not intend that the Synods shall 
apportion the poorer or more heavily burdened mission with the same 


amount per capita as the better to do and the less burdened. 


The Home Mission Conference 
The general. advance of our Home Mission work has been fur- 
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thered shady by the two Conferences of Home Mission Forces; held 


in Buffalo in the early days of 1916 and again in 1917. Both of them 


did much toward accomplishing that unity of purpose and of action 
on the part of every unit of our Home Mission organization, which is 
the ultimate ideal of the Unification Plan. Both of them did more 
than that, however—they contributed directly and specifically to ee 
constructive plans for the future, — 


The First Conference memorialized the Board on the oitstnds of 
the adoption of a definite and determined program for Home Mission 
development, extending over a period of years. The Board has 
adopted what -we hope will become very familiar to every portion of 
the Church, viz: “THE SIX-YEAR PROGRAM FOR HOME MIS- 
SIONS.” This plan sets forth some definite aims for accomplish- 
ment by the Church through the Board between 1917 and 19238. It

The essential features of this Six-Year wih acpsnes are the fol- 
lowing: 


ye Ss survey of the entire field for which the General Council is 
considered especially responsible; so as to have at our command exact 


and specific data on the largest and most = centers of opportun- ; 


ity and responsibility. 


2. A well-defined plan of development. for these opportunities, 
taken in order of their ‘importance. 


8. A careful study of the Country Church Seeks as it effects 
our General Council churches. 


4. The employment of an Educational Secretary as a necessary 


means whereby to place the Home Mission appeal before the Church 


in a compelling way. 


5. The gradual and regular i increase of the Field Missionary 
force to adequate and effective proportions. 


6. The inevitable increase of the number of missionary pastors. 


9, The establishment of annual Home Mission Institutes on the 
territory of each Synod and of biennial conferences for the entire 

Home Mission forces, the presentation of the Home Mission claim 
and the Six-Year Program in every congregation by 1923. 


8. The raising of a special endowment and expansion fund of 
$500,000 by the end of the period, and the gradual increase of the 


annual Home Mission income until it shall reach at least $150,000 


by 1923. 
It will be noted that these are wide and long-visioned plans, but 


they are not a whit too large for either the Home Mission opportuni-— 


ties or for the resources of the General Council. 
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The Conference of 1917 recommended to the Board, among other 
items, that the prosecution of the aims of the Six-Year Program for 
Home Missions should be inaugurated in a special “Home Mission 
Week” in the Fall of 1917, and that recommernidation has been adopted 
by the Board. In view of the extraordinary prepartions of the Church © 
for the celebration of the 400th Anniversary of the Reformation in 
October, the Board decided to postpone the observance of Home Mis- 
sion Week from the regular period for Home Mission consideration in 
October to the month of November. In the week from the 18th to 
25th of that month we hope to see every congregation in the General 
Council giving some consideration to the Claim and the Appeal of the 
Home Mission Cause. Plans and programs for use in centers of 
Lutheran population will be provided and they will be made adapt- 
able to use by the isolated parishes as well. A “Speaker’s Book” will 
be provided, containing the facts, figures and romances of Home Mis- 
sions. We hope to make it easily possible for any pastor and any 
congregation to learn about Home Missions in a more intensive and 
extensive way than has been possible at any prior time. | 


These two items of such special interest are commended to our 
pastors at this early date so that they can be included in the plans 
for the congregational activities of the Fall and Winter. 


I. We ask the Synod to encourage the Conference Mission Com- 
mittees to arrange for the observance of Home Mission Week in all _ 
its congregations and the presentation of the seven subjects indi- | 
cated in the Book.” 


Il. os view of the scarcity of men for the ida and the 
large number of places where English Missions should be planted to | 
gather our own scattered people and others whose needs are our call, 
we ask that Synod urge upon all its pastors the duty of prayer in 
private and public and of appeals personal and from _ fot for 
laborers to enter upon the ‘Lords Harvest. 


IiIl. In view of the fact that only $65,467.36 has been paid on 
the apportionment of $79,400, a deficit of $13,932.64 for the Synods 
of the General Council compels the Board to increase a large indebted- 
ness and prevents it from paying the salaries of its missionaries on 
time and the opening of new missions in very promising fields. The 
Board has resolved to: keep its books open to July ist and asks that 
the Synods see to it that in this Quadricentennial Year the full appor- 
tionment be paid and for the future make the apportionment for Eng- 
lish Home Missions a moral and a business obligation and arrange to 
pay over the same to our Board in monthly installments. y 


IV. The Board is conscious of its past and present inability to 
do justice to the mission territory of any one of the Synods, East or 
‘West. Repeatedly have we called the Synods’ and the General Coun- 
cil’s attention to the importance of our cities. smaller towns and rural 
districts, to the necessity of the Lutheran Church doing her part for 
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the Christianization of the Homeland and appealed for help to secure 
the men and the means to do this work so fundamental to all our 
missionary operations. We ask that, at some time convenient to both, 
a committee of the mission authorities of the Synod meet with a simi- 
lar committee of the General Board to definitely take into considera- 


supply them. 
V. We ask Synod to denstsreiet either its ‘Gaahineis Mission Com 


mittees or its Synodical Home Mission Board to arrange for the pre- 


sentation of the seven subjects indicated in the “Speaker’s Book” and

“At the beginning of the aheatle year, October 5th, 1916, the 
Seminary in a series of impressive meetings celebrated the first quar- 
ter century of its history. A Souvenir Pictorial History has been pub- 
lished setting forth the most important facts in the first quarter cen- 
tury of its service to the Church. 
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“The Seminary’s contribution to the ministerial force of the 
Church for the scholastic year just closed is twenty men, including 
_ seventeen who were regularly ‘graduated with the diploma of the

REPORT OF THE ORGANIZATION OF THE WESTERN | 
CONFERENCE 


‘Two sessions were held in St. Mark’s Church, June 8th, 1917, in 
connection with the meeting of Synod.

Chaplains are no longer appointed in the army to serve at an 
army post. Each chaplain is attached to a regiment and, as in the 
navy, must be prepared to go wherever the force ir sent. This, in 
many cases, will cause long absences from family and home. 


Only fifteen chaplains are necessary at this time for permanent 
service in the regular army. As many more will be appointed next 
year. -One hundred more are to be selected soon for service during 
the war. 


Seventy-three men will be consigned at once to permanent chap- 
plaincies in the regular army. Two hundred fifty more are needed 
August 15th for the period of the war, and likely another two hun- 
dred fifty at Thanksgiving time. The same number will be _ ac- 
cepted for each 500,000 additional soldiers, and that many may be en- 
camped for training each quarter year. 


Perhaps 2,500 ministers are candidates for the work. It is 
urged that no one apply who can not meet all the requirements for 
two reasons: First, he will greatly increase the work of the Chap- 
lain’s committee and the government in making the selection; and 
second: the appointment of so many chaplains makes him so much 
needed at home. 


While this article is net a request for volunteers, it aims to 
guide those who do desire to enter the service; it is not intended to 
discourage desirable applicants, for many such are needed. If the
